Louis and East St. Louis struck in 
sympathy with the porters and pack- 
srs who recently went out at Cupples 
station, where most of the wholesale 
irms of St. Louis are situated. 


Between 1,800 and 2,000 rnen struck, 


md as a result there is a possibility 
hat the officials of the roads will en- 
ieavor to secure an injunction from 
he federal court to restrain the men 
'rom interfering with their business 
f they proceed to fill the vacancies 
vlth nonunion men.

St. Petersburg, May 22. — Complying 


with a request for a statement of his 
position in regard to the Jews and the 
massacre at Jtvisiilneft, Count Tolstoi 
writes: 


"My relations to the Jews and the 


terrible Kishineff affair must be clear 
to everybody interested in my beliefs. 
My relation to the Jews can only be 
as that to brothers whom I love, not 
because they are Jews, but because 
they and everybody are the sons of 
one father, Ood. That love does me 
no violence, because I have met and 
knew Jews who are very good people. 
My relation to the Klehlneff crime is 
also denned in my religious beliefs. 
Before knowing all the frightful de- 
tails I understood the horror and felt 
Intense pity for the Innocent victims 
of mob savagery, mingled with per- 
plexity at the bestiality of the so- 
called Christians, and aversion and 
disgust for the so-called educated peo- 
ple who Instigated the mob and sym- 
pathized with its deeds. Above all, I 
was horrified at the real culprit, name- 
ly, the government, with its foolish, 
fanatical priesthood and gang of rob- 
ber officials. The Kishineff crime was 
a consequence of preaching lies, and 
violence, which the government car- 
ries on with such stubborn energy. 
The government's relation to the af- 
fair is new proof of its rude egotism, 


at no atrocity when it is a 


question of crushing movements re- 
garded as dangerous, and is proof of 
its complete equanimity, which is like 
that of the Turkish government to- 
wards the Armenian massacres and 
most horrible atrocities, if only ita in- 
terests remain untouched." 


The note of Minister Von Plehwe, 


Issued on May 17, ascribed the mas- 
sacre of the',Jews at Kishineff largely 
'to, acts of self-defense on the fpart of 
the Jewa» 4nd then 'continues: "Af- 
ter I reportW\^ >h|s» majes^abi 
j-th^dieorderfi," nig majesty conwnandei 
me'-to impress dn^the commanders In 
the province and t6wnsv-that they are, 
obligated and are held 'personally re- 
sponsible to take all the necessary 
measures to prevent violence and 
calm the populace in order to remove 
the occasion of fears for life and prop- 
erty in any portion. In informing your 
excellency of the monarch's will, I 
feel obliged to state, for your guidance 
that no sort of associations for self- 
defense can be tolerated." 


The Jews are not inclined to depend 


solely on the police and have armed 
themselves, in spite of the circular, 
throughout the Jewish belt. Undoubt- 
edly their action prevented a repeti- 
tion of the massacre at Kiev, Odessa, 
Minsk and elsewhere. The Minsk 
Jews are also alarmed and the slignt- 
est outbreak causes a general closing 
and barricading of their shops. 


Kem Piter's Statement Denied. 


Washington, 
May 22.—The state 


ment of Dr. Walter Kempster, tele- 
graphed from Milwaukee, that the en- 
tire government edition of 10,000 cop- 
ies of a report made by him on the 
condition of the Jews in Russia in 
1891 had disappeared, and intimating 
that it was suppressed or destroyed 
through Russian agencies, is not sub- 
stantiated by the records of the gov- 
ernment printing 
office. 
Instead of 


10,000 copies, 6,000 were printed In 
pursuance of a resolution of congress, 
2,000 for the use of the senate and 
4,000 for the use of the house. They 
were placed to the credit of Individual 
senators and representatives in the 
usual way and distributed through 
them.

Henceforth Any Person Disregarding Hours for Sprinkling 


Will be Shut Off-Must Pay For 


Reconnection. 


A drastic rule was adopted today by 


the city water works department 
Henceforth any consumer using water 
for sprinkling at times other than 
those specified by the rules will be 
shut off at the curb and must pay a 
fine of $1 before the water will be turn- 
ed on again. 


The hours are from 6:30 to 8:30 a. 


m., and from 6 to 8:30 p. m. 


This rule is similar to the one in 


in force by the gas company and is, 
under the circumstances, justifiable.

Dr. Oliver T. Osborne Points 


Out Its Harmful Elements. 


DEUQ3 AND AUTOS A MENAGE. 


ReeVl««» U»« of Coal Tar 


Product* to Relieve Pain the C*m>« 
For Many Breakdown*, Says Me-** 
Haven Phy«ioian—"Va»o Motor Con- 
traction Check" Neweat Dau*er. 
German Scientist Sara We're All. 


Dr. Oliver . T. Osborne's paper err- 


"The Strenuous Life," which was read 
before the American Therapeutic so- 
ciety .at Washington recently, led to 
the conclusion that Americans live at 
too fast a pace, says the New York 
World. THis was admitted by nearly 
"all the doctors present at the American 
Medical congress, but nobody had a 
remedy to suggest. 


Dr. Osborne said the strenuousnesa 


of the life of the average American 
business man has a tendency to in- 
crease cardiac and arterial weak- 
nesses. and that another cause for the 
many breakdowns is the constantly in- 
creasing and reckless use of coal tar 
products for the relief of pain. 


"We hardly realize this daily tension 


and the effects on our hearts unless we 
analyze it," said Dr. Osborne, who 
comes from New Haven. "We rise on 
time in the morning, whether by an 
alarm clock or the call of a servant 
or by habit, eat breakfast and read the 
papers on time, a clock in every room 
and a watch frequently in our hand. 


;We then, on time, meet office and out- 
side engagements, college appoint- 
ments, consultations, always and con- 
stantly carefully predicting the amount 
of time that will be required and tim- 
ing our next engagement by this de- 
cision. 


"During the day we rush up long 


flights of stairs or take elevators that 
go up with a rush and stop with a 
plunge. If we drive, either horse or 
automobile, our hearts stop, Jump and 
receive the vaso motor contraction 
check when, by the carelessness of 
pedestrians or bicyclists, we are sud- 
denly anxious lest we do them an In- 
Jury. If we are in a car or vehicle 
'managed by some one else we often re- 
ceive the same real or needless shocks 
to our nervous systems and hearts. If 
we are ailing we slight nature's signal 
to relax and still keep up the pace. If 
we are actually sick, unless we are 
seriously ill, we fight and wrestle with 
the disease, whatever it may be, in- 
stead of calmly giving up and allowing 
the disease to be temporary master of 
ceremonies. 


"This describes the life of most of 


the men and women of our rapid age 
and country. 
Even the school chil- 


dren and, I might say, the young chil- 
dren see too much, do too much, are 
amused too much, receive too much, 
compete in school too much, are taught 
too much, are awake too much for the 
welfare of their nervous systems." 


These are Dr. Osborne's ideas. Near- 


ly all the noted doctors at the congress 
coincide. One who doesn't is Profess- 
or Hanskehr of Vienna. 


"Tut tut!" said Professor Hanskehr. 


"I don't think this strenuous life of 
you Americans is killing any one. I 
confess I like the American way. The 
hurry, the hustle, as you call it does 
not in my opinion, kill men. They 
are put here to work hard. 
If you 


Americans work harder than other 
people, then you are fulfilling to a 
larger degree the purpose of your be- 
ing here. That is my idea of a stren- 
uous life." 


"I agree with Dr. Osborne." said Dr 


Matthew D. Mann of Buffalo, one of 
the surgeons who attended President 
IfcKlniey after he was shot "I did 
not hear the paper read, but the idea 
that the Americans drive themselves 
too fast is a correct one. After the 
heart has been worn by the strain giv- 
en It by the life of the American of

dogs into the brush and awaited de- 
velopments. 


"The developments came. The dogs 


broke out of the underbrush. They 
didn't pay any attention to us, but act- 
ed like dogs that had some important 
business at the other end o£ the count;'. 


"Following the dogs and only u Uttie 


way behind came a big boar. If ever 1 
saw a truly demoniac picture of rage, it 
was that. The white foam was drip- 
ping from his great teeth; he waa cov- 
ered with the blood of a slaughtered 
dog, and he was certainly out on the 
kill. Tite fired and hit him square iti 
the forehead. He gave a grunt of rage 
and wheeled. 


"Tite had made the mistake of not 


selecting a large enough tree. It was 
only a sapling, but be swung up with- 
out losing time, dropping his gun. The 
boar came at the sapling full tilt, 
struck it fair with his fdrehead, and 
the blow shook the little tree so that 
Tite was nearly shaken off. 


"After two or three more attempts to

The tree was 
too big for him to succeed in this de- 
sign, and, besides, I didn't give him a 
fair chance at it. I pumped bullets at 
him at short range until he keeled over, 
but it took seven shots. 


"The rest of the drove, nineteen in 


all, had Paul, the other Indian, up a 
tree and had begun to undermine it. If 
Tite and I had'not come to his rescue, 
they would have had him sure. We got 
up trees where we had a good range 
and pumped lead into them. It took 
fifty bulletis.to dispose of the drove."

summer and short ones in winter and 
both parties grew dissatisfied with the

ist movement, which was 
then formed, stood firm as 


a rock against the demands of capital. 
The leaders of the Chartist party were 
brave men 
of the radical 
sort of 


which martyrs are made, ready to ea- 
lure privation in defense of the right 
and die on the scaffold, if necessary, 
for the triumph of the cause. 
The 


lhartist ^ovement developed a race 


of passionate orators hardly equaled 
by any cause since the world began. 
They were men of the character like 
those which Christ sent out to preach 
the gospel. 
For them the end was 


almost certain death on earth, but be.: 
hind it immortality in the everlasting. 
By 1835 and 1836 the Chartist move- 
ment controlled the labor of the na- 
tion. They took their name of Chartist, 
from the Magna Charta, which was 
the panoply of human life wrung by 
the barons from King John upon the 
field of RunnymeSe. The demand of 
of labor at this time was to lessen 
the time of toil. The times fixed by 
the Chartist leaders was ten hours 
for a day's work. This was sternly 
resisted by the holders of capital as it 
took away one-fifth of their profits 
and the fight in extreme business was 
kept up until 1840, when capital con- 
ceded the demands of the Chartists 
and ten hours a day became the fixed 
time for work all over Europe and in 
the free United States. Labor matters 
continued on this basis for many years 
and we began an age of large fortunes, 
such as the world had never seen be- 
fore. 
In the olden time the accumu- 


lation of one hundred thousand dol- 
lars was the rich reward of a success- 
ful mercantile life. 
The sudden ac- 


cumulations of capital 
amazed 
the 


world, while the rewards of labor re- 
mained the same. In the United States 
the pay for skilled labor was $1.25 a 
day and as the workman returned to 
his home in the evening there was no 
picture on the wall, no Carpet on the 
floor, nothing which seemed to make 
home the most desirable place in the 
world. He looked out of his window 
and saw the carriage of the rich man 
dash by with liveried footmen behind 
and a magnificently clothed driver be- 
fore and his heart grew vengeful when 
he remembered that this magnificent 
display was the result of his labor. 
Then came that movement which has 


age of i-on; we are now in the age 
of steel and fortunes have accumulat- 
ed with such wondrous rapidity that 
astonished labor has not so far been 
able to see the end. Then came the 
cry for a more equal division of the 
profits of la,bor which should bring to 
the homes of the workman education 
for his children a more comfortable 
endowment for his wife and a little 
spare time for himself to increase 
his betterments of life. But this could 
never be done by isolated movement, 
it could only be 
effected 
by 
some 


grand united action and for ,,the ac- 
complished of this 
grand 
revolution 


it would be necessary to unite all labor 
in a common cause 
the 
motto of 


which should be "An injury to one is 
an injury to all." This motto had hard- 
ly been announced and placed itself 
on the highway of success when it 
was discovered that a laboring man in 
a period of twenty-five years had ac- 
cumulated a fortune of three hundred 
million dollars. If it had been a com- 
bination of capital the world might not 
have been annoyed. 


The name of Carnegie became a 


pass word throughout the world. He 
built churches, he endowed universi- 
ties and the one thing he did not do 
was to come down to the suffering 
necessities of the poor. Men like him- 
self, whose humble home stood under 
the shadow of the magnificent castle 
of Skibo, where he was born and of 
which he is now the honored pro- 
prietor. While I write capital com- 
bines in a lockout which will control 
the trews of labor and labor stands 
with defiant front, determined to die 
before surrendering that 
principle

olden time, when any one branch of 
labor got dissatisfied with its cpm- 
pensatlon it struck, but. this was only 
done on extreme provocation from a 
single shop.

smith no other shop was affected by 
their strike; they had to fight their 
battle alone and the consequence was 
defeat. 
Then came forward a few 


men with characters like the prophets 
of old. They laid the law down that 
all created wealth, was the result of 
labor. The clay in its primitive bank 
was useless and was of no account, 
but touched by the hand of labor it 
became the dwelling of the capitalist.
